Acts 27:31, “ . . . Except these abide 
in the ship, ye cannot be saved.” 

Verse 27 shows us that the ship (a good 
type of the Church of God) was draw- 
ing near to some country. We know we 
are nearing the end of our journey and 
Jesus, the Captain of our salvation, is 
guiding us straight to the city foursquare 
that John saw coming down. We can al- 
most see the open gate where all nations 
shall enter in, Rev. 21:24-26. This is one 
place where sin will be barred outside, 
Rev. 21:27. The first part of this 27th 
verse reads, “‘And there shall in no wise 
enter into it any thing that defileth.” 
Say, that will stop a lot of church mem- 
bers and out and out sinners who live and 
revel in the devil’s playhouse here on 
earth. ‘‘Neither whatsoever worketh 
abomination, or maketh a lie.” Here peo- 
ple can lie, cheat, steal, and commit adul- 
tery, and belong to the 400 class, clubs, 
lodges, etc., but they cannot enter there. 

Now let’s look at the last part of verse 
27 of Rev. 21. Who is going in? “But 
they which are written in the Lamb’s 
Book of life.” Is your name written 
there? If not, plunge into the fountain; 
the precious blood of Christ can save you 
today. Col. 11:14, “In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the for- 
giveness of sins.” The same writer tells us 
in Rom. 5:9 that we are justified by His 
blood, set free. Isn’t that enough to make 
one shout? No wonder people don’t know 
why we are so happy: when we are sanc- 
tified and filled with the Holy Ghost. If 
you have only been justified, seek God 
for these other blessings. 

Back to Acts 27:31, “Except ye abide 
in the ship, ye cannot be saved.” Some 
people seem to think that once you be- 
come born again, do what you may, go 
where you want to, live as you like, you 
are all right because you were one time 
converted; that is all that is necessary. 
But I am convinced by God’s Word that 
outside the ship (Church) there is danger 
of being lost. Look at Judas. Some think 
he never was saved, but we read in Luke 
6:13, “He called unto him his disciples: 
and of them he chose twelve, whom also 
he named apostles,” and in verse 16 Judas 
was made an apostle too. In the first 
chapter of Acts, verse 25, Peter said by 
transgression Judas fell. He must have 
had something to fall from (grace) or he 
would have already been one among the 
fallen. The 17th verse reads, “For he was 
numbered with us, and had obtained part 
of this ministry.” He had an office. Verse 
20, “His bishoprick let another take.” In 
Matt. 10:1-15 we read where Judas had 
the power to preach and to cast out 
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devils. Now Jesus Himself said that Satan 
could not cast out devils. If so, he was di- 
vided against himself, so Judas must have 
had the power of Christ—and he fell 
after all the wonderful experience he had. 
Don’t we see many doing the same? That 
knocks a hole in the “once in grace al- 
ways in grace doctrine.” Yes, there is 
grace and disgrace and we are either in 
the one or the other. . 

Rom. 11:22, “If thou continue in his 
goodness: otherwise thou also shalt be cut 
off.” Jesus said in St. John 15 that He 
was the vine, we were (are) the branches. 
Every branch that beareth fruit He, or 
rather God His Father, purgeth it that 
we may bear more fruit, but every branch 
that fails to bear He taketh away. How 
can a backslidden person bear fruit when 
the last part of his life is worse than the 
first? because when the devil comes back 
into one’s heart where he once ruled he 
brings seven more helpers (demons) in to 
drag that soul to hell, and unless the 
backslider cries out to God, I pity him on 
the judgment day. I prefer to stay on 
Zion’s ship. 

There was danger on the rough sea but 
not if they stayed on board. The 28th 
verse of Acts 27 reads, “And sounded, 
and found it twenty fathoms.” A little 
farther it was fifteen fathoms to the 
rocks. The trouble today is that too many 
of us fail to sound (examine) ourselves 
and we fall on the rocks of despair and 
are broken to pieces by the buffets of 
Satan. 

When they found it to be fifteen 
fathoms they cast four anchors and 
fished for the day. Are you anchored to 
Jesus? Thank God, I am and I like to 
see a well-balanced salvation. Let’s drop 
the four anchors. Perhaps you are just 
trusting in one—justification. If so, you 
need to be sanctified, then baptized in 
(with) the Holy Ghost, and every be- 
liever is entitled to divine healing by the 
stripes of Jesus Christ. 

Four anchors—justification, sanctifi- 
cation, Holy Ghost baptism and divine 
healing. First we need to be justified be- 
cause all have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God, Rom. 3:23. Jesus said 
to a ruler, Ye must be born again. Five 
important words! John 3:3. What hope 
have I, some may say, to receive pardon? 
Can one as bad as I be saved? Yes, thank 
God, John 3:16, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever”—let us stop for a while 
and look at this ““whosoever.” There will 
be no excuse at the judgment. Rev. 22:17, 
“And whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” Do not neglect this 


invitation for if you do you are in dan- 
ger. Mark 16:16, “He that believeth not 
shall be damned.” Ask God for pardon 
today. 

Are you living a sanctified life? I find 
many who do not like to hear about sanc- 
tification. They seem to think they get 
sanctified like when they get a new pair 
of shoes, that the strings or slipper spoon 
are thrown in for good measure. No, it 
does not come that easy, but you have to 
do some tarrying before God to receive 
it. When I was saved I never heard a 
word about being sanctified but was 
told to seek for the Holy Ghost, but 
many were seeking and had been for some 
time. Someone said, “Tarry till you have 
a clean channel, then He (the Holy 
Ghost) will come in.” Thank God, He 
did come in when I was sanctified and 
He spoke for Himself. Acts 2:4, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Jesus 
told them to tarry until they were en- 
dued with power and He prayed that they 
might be sanctified in St. John 17. 

The writer had a talk in a Sunday 
school class a few weeks ago and_ the 
teacher, when through, asked what was 
the Holy Ghost and how did one receive 
the Holy Ghost. It seemed as though the 
question was asked for my benefit as 
they seemed to know that I was a be- 
liever in Pentecost. Well, different ones 
told how they thought it was. Most all 
believed you received the Holy Spirit 
when you were saved; some thought be- 
ing sanctified was the Holy Ghost bap- 
tism. When asked to explain our experi- 
ence, and you have a real experience like 
on the day of Pentecost burning in your 
soul, it would be a cowardly thing to 
keep still. 

Israel was backslid, so was King Saul, 
but David shouted, went out in the name 
of the Lord and won. If David had backed 
down too we would say he was a poor am- 
bassador. Don’t go into formal churches 
if you are afraid to give your testimony 
when asked to. When I told my experi- 
ence about the Holy Ghost and _ then 
mentioned tongues as the evidence, the 
boiler exploded, so to speak, and the 
teacher tried to explain it all away. She 
said that the apostles were saved but the 
men of Ephesus were not and neither was 
Cornelius, Acts 10. But let us see about 
the men of Ephesus, Acts 19. Paul came 
to Ephesus and found certain disciples. 
The Bible says they were disciples, not 
sinners. “Have you received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” They believed

Then writes the overseer, “A district overseer, reporting for 
one of his churches states, “The pastor has already raised six 
times as much as he raised last year.’ ” 

Another minister writes, “Brother Bright, my offering is al- 
ready in the bank and it much larger than last year’s. We are 
not letting anything hinder us in our drive for missions. You 
can depend on us to do far more than we did last year.”

Question: The Church of God Sunday 
school here desires that you ‘give us an 
answer to the following question, in the 
Evangel: Where was Peter when Christ 
revealed Himself to him on the day of 
His resurrection?—V. D. P. 

Answer: All of the Gospels join in 
making the group of women the first 
visitors to the tomb of Christ after He 
was crucified. According to St. Luke 
these words relative to the resurrection 
were told to the apostles who were as- 
sembled somewhere in Jerusalem in a 
common meeting place. Luke 24:11, 12 
tells us that “their words seemed to them 
as idle tales, and they believed them not. 
Then arose Peter, and ran unto the sepul- 
chre; and stooping down, he beheld the 
linen clothes laid by themselves, and de- 
parted, wondering in himself at that 
which was come to pass.” St. John tells 
us that when Mary Magdalene found out 
that the stone was taken away from 
the sepulchre, she ran to Simon Peter and 
to the other disciple whom Jesus loved, 
which, since being recorded by St. John, 
must have been none other than himself, 
and-that these two apostles ran, John out- 
running Peter, that they might have 
firsthand information relative to the 
resurrection. After their examination 
which was thorough and complete, verse 
10 of John 20 tells us, ‘Then the dis- 
ciples went away again unto their own 
homes.” But to follow up the testimony 
of John who was with Peter, we have in 
the 19th verse, “Then the same day at 
evening, being the first day of the week, 
when the doors were shut where the dis- 
ciples were assembled for fear of the 
Jews, Jesus came and stood in the midst, 
and saith unto them, Peace be unto you.” 
It was at this place that Jesus revealed 
Himself to Peter and to nine of the apos- 
tles, Thomas being absent. See verse 24. 
It seems from these scriptures that the 
apostles had a common home in Jerusalem 
where they all stayed, and that after 
Peter and John’s examination of the tomb 
they had resorted thither and joined the 
other apostles, and that in the afternoon 
of the first day of the week Jesus ap- 
peared to them and revealed Himself. Just 
what place in Jerusalem they were staying 
is not known. 

Question: When Jesus comes in the air 
to take the saints in the rapture, what 
will happen to little innocent babies and 
small children, I mean those who belong 
to sinners as well as those of the saints? 
Explain Luke 21:23.—Mrs. R. V. F. 

Answer: While Jesus was upon earth, 
when He wanted an illustration of purity 
and something that would show the re- 
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quirements for one to enter into and be- 
come a citizen of the kingdom of heaven, 
He used a little child. In Matt. 19:13, 14, 
little children were brought to Jesus that 
He might put His hands on them and 
pray, and when He was rebuked He said, 
“Suffer little children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto. me: for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven.” From these blessings 
pronounced by the Master Himself, it 
has been regarded that little children are 
pure and that they will not be excluded 
from the rapture, though there is no place 
in the Bible speaking of the rapture which 
makes any such declaration. The scrip- 
ture referred to in Luke 21:23, “But woe 
unto them that are with child, and to 
them that give suck, in those days! there 
shall be great distress in the land, and 
wrath upon this people,” has no reference 
at all to the salvation of the soul but 
rather to the great calamity which will 
befall people during the tribulation time. 
It is thought by many to also include the 
great calamity which came upon the Jews 
when Titus invaded Jerusalem in the year 
A. D. 70. Regardless of which application 
is made, the injury is a bodily injury and 
not that of the damnation of souls. 


Question: Please explain these scrip- 
tures for me: Gen. 4:15, 23, 24. Do these 
scriptures have any connection with Lam- 
ech killing Cain? Also, in the same chap- 
ter, the 18th verse says, ““Mehujael begat 
Methusael,” and the Sth chapter and 21st 
verse says that Enoch begat Methuselah.” 
Were these the same men, or were they 
different? Tell me which one lived 969 
years.—Mrs. P. E. C. 

Answer: It is impossible for Lamech to 
have been referred to as killing Cain. 
There is no record of the length of life 
of the descendants of Cain but careful 
reading of the scripture cited will show 
that Lamech lived five generations after 
Cain but in the same lineage. The man 
Methusael was a descendant of Cain but 
Methuselah was of the lineage of Seth, 
another son of Adam, and by this was a 
far distant relative to those who descend- 
ed from Cain and lived in the same day. 
The man who was killed by Lamech was 
a young man, according to his own state- 
ment, and he merely said if Cain was 
avenged sevenfold, in other words his 
punishment was sevenfold, then that of 
Lamech, five generations later, would be 
avenged seventy and sevenfold, showing 
that he felt that his punishment would be 
far greater than that of his ancestor for 
the murderous crime which he had com- 
mitted.

When Paul spoke this text he was 
dead, STREAK AND ALL.

Is there not just a tiny streak of 
pride left? No. Well, that’s fine. Keep it 
ALL out, for a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump.

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Letter Received by General Sec- 
retary From Brother Paul C. Pitt, 
Missionary, Shantung, China 


Dear Brother Boehmer: 

Peace be with you, in the name of Him 
who said, “Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you; not as the world 
giveth give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid.” 
We fear not the world, but we fear God 
and see Him in all. We proclaim His true 
gospel to those in heathen darkness. The 
Church of God is built on Christ the solid 
rock. 

What a joy it was to get your good 
letter and the help. It came Easter day. 
Oh, what joy to know that the‘saints are 
praying for us. We shall surely do our 
best to win souls for Him who gave His 
life for all. Easter we had only one serv- 
ice, that was from 5 a. m. to 7:30 a. m. 
Monday. The power fell. Brother Lio and 
other workers were with us from the city, 
so the strain was not too much on any of 
us. With what joy we greeted the sun- 
rise! Hallelujah, Christ arose! After 
prayer we had preaching, then prayer 
again, then a song and more preaching 
and teaching. We had our first meal at 
8 p. m. but somehow the water we had 
filled us ail. It was like the living water 
the Master spoke of. 

We are still under martial law so after 
9 p. m. all are indoors and the gates closed 
at dark, even the gates to the lanes and 
streets. This is a good thing for the com- 
munists, that is, those with a red tint, and 
some robbers are very close to our town 
and it is dangerous to walk. The other 
day one of our Christians was beaten by~ 
them. They told him that he was a spy. 
He cried out, “Lord, have mercy.” Upon 
those words one of the robbers said, 
“Leave him alone. Let him go his way;” 
but the brother said it was Jesus who did 
set him free. The other day a poor old 
man (only a beggar) came to us. He was 
badly bitten by a dog. People had told 
him of the love of Jesus shown at the 
mission. I washed his leg. Oh, what an 
odor and his leg was all black. We prayed. 
He came again and again and got well. 
On Easter Sunday he gave his heart to 
God. We gave him work at our new 
church that we are getting ready at Wang 
Tsun. 

O beloved coworkers, launch out into

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the deep. Commit yourselves to His bid- 
ding. Say, Nevertheless at Thy word I 
will. In unquestioning obedience you will 
get the blessing. You will soon hear the 
sweet voice, ‘““My peace give I unto you.” 
Coworkers, friends, you are being con- 
stantly invited to Christ. If not by your 
pastor, you are invited by the Holy 
Ghost. I wonder if we realize what rich 
things He has in store for us if we trust 
Him.

The 19th day of April, Brother Simms 
(a young minister here in Nassau) and I 
left Nassau in a small boat known as the 
“Alice Mabel.” This boat is about 60 feet 
long, and will travel about six miles an 
hour. After riding a few miles, we were 
introduced to a Rev. Beckford, who is 
the overseer of the Baptist Churches in the 
Bahamas. Later Brother Beckford came to 
our convention in Long Island and 
preached for us, and we so much enjoyed 
having him with us. 

After riding for about 130 miles, to 
Georgetown, Exuma, we were introduced 
to a Brother Cecil Simms who came 
aboard the ship at George Town, and this 
fine brother and minister of the gospel 
is the overseer of the Brethren Churches 
on the islands of Exuma and Long Island. 
We were able to spend time in this dear 
brother’s home in Long Island, and we 
did so much enjoy this privilege. From 
George Town, Exuma, we had about for- 
ty-five miles yet to travel, making about 
175 miles from Nassau, N. P., to Long 
Island where our convention was held. 

We arrived at Long Island about 8 
o’clock. It was then too late to hold a 
service that night so Brother Simms and 


I stayed on board the ship (which 
was Sunday ‘ night). The next morn- 
ing Brother Dan Miller, our district 


overseer of the Churches of God on Long 
Island, came to meet us. He brought a 
horse and bicycles for us to ride to the 
settlement which is called Millers Long 





Island where our convention was to be. 
That was about eight miles from where 
we landed. 


Our convention was not to start until 
the next Thursday night, so we had three 
days and nights to spend on the island 
before it started. We decided to visit our 
other churches on Long Island, and so 
Brother Miller, Brother Simms and I got 
three bicycles and rode for twenty-five 
miles down Long Island to a little settle- 
ment called Deadmans Cay.

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LEAVES FROM THE FIG TREE 


An Interpretation of Current Events in the Light of Holy Prophecy 


‘Now, learn a parable of the fig tree: when his branch is yet tender and putteth forth leaves, ye 
know that summer is nigh,” Matt. 24:32. 
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This page recently called attention to 
the fact that the battleground of the 
present war was drawing ever nearer to 
the Holy Land. The newspapers of May 
18 tell of the landing of Iraq (Pro Nazi) 
forces in that country. The official an- 
nouncement said that “Iraq forces pene- 
trated Palestine and seized heights over- 
looking Nablum.” This site is only forty 
miles north of Jerusalem. There has been 
a growing concentration of troops and 
war supplies in Syria. It might be noted 
that many Bible scholars look for the 
antichrist to come from Syria. We real- 
ize, also, that Jerusalem is to be the scene 
of violent disorders and fighting. 

On May 17 President Roosevelt in a 
public statement called attention to the 
economic “encirclement” of the United 
States. The decision of France to definite- 
ly re-enter the war as an ally of Germany 
makes the situation far more precarious 
for this country. France, rightly or 
wrongly, is turning her back on her 
friends of centuries and aligning herself 
with her age-old enemies. President 
Roosevelt is being urged by Senators of 
all political faiths to seize immediately 
such French possessions, islands, etc., as 
Martinique and other strategic places be- 
fore they are taken by France or Ger- 
many to be used as bases for operations 
against us. Of course, the moment we 
seize some one else’s country we will be 
active belligerents, if we are not already. 
WARS AND RUMORS OF WARS. 


Much has been written concerning the 
new Catholic Bible. I quote from a lead- 
ing editorial: “The judgment of the thir- 
ty-two Catholic scholars seems to have 
been that a drastic modernization was in 
order, for TEXTUAL CHANGES ARE 
INNUMERABLE. THERE ARE DRAS- 
TIC MODIFICATIONS EVEN OF 
MUCH LOVED PASSAGES. Prelimi- 
nary reports of a parallel work of a 
Protestant group revising the Bible indi- 


cate that its revision, not so far ad- 
vanced, WILL BE FULLY AS SHARP A 
BREAK WITH THE TRADITIONAL 
VERSION. . . THE GREAT TRUTHS 
OF CHRISTIANITY DO N OT 
CHANGE WITH THE CENTURIES.” 
There has been for some time a tendency 
to “streamline” the Bible. Such tamper- 
ing with eternal truth will not meet the 
approval of genuine Bible lovers and gen- 
uine “old time Christians.” 


The gravest question that now con- 
fronts the United States Government is 
the “convoy” issue. By “convoy” we 
mean that articles that we ship to Eng- 
land, China, or any other country with 
whom we do business, shall be assured of 
delivery by such armed vessels as may be 
deemed necessary to keep the Germans 
from sinking the cargo ship. If we send 
a shipload of tanks or trucks, we will 
send an armed ship along with it to pro- 
tect it from enemy craft. Such acts, of 
course, mean war. This course is openly 
advocated by such outstanding Ameri- 
cans as Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox and other 
Cabinet officers. Please bear in mind, 
however, that the President recently said 
that “convoys mean shooting and shoot- 
ing means war.” 

Cleveland, May 13.—An earth shock 
beginning at 11:20 a. m. and _ lasting 
twelve minutes was recorded today by 
the John Carroll University seismograph, 
Rev. Joseph S. Joliat reported. The 
school’s seismologist said the shock was 
about 2,000 miles away and _ severe 
enough to have caused damage. 

Pasadena, Calif., May 17.—Calcula- 
tions in the seismographic laboratory 
placed last night’s severe earthquake in 
the New Hebrides Islands of the South 
Pacific. Major shocks 5,700 miles west of 
Pasadena were recorded here at 6:37 and 
6:47. In New York Fordham University 


reported that its seismograph had recorded 
a “very severe earthquake” approximate- 
ly 8,000 miles west of New York at 9:40. 
The seismographer said that recurring 
disturbances were recorded at 9:44 and 
9:50. There are here recorded three addi- 
tional earthquakes. Each a solemn proof 
of the truth of the words of our Lord. 

“London, May 20.—Reports reaching 
England confirm the desperate situation 
of German-occupied Poland, which is 
facing actual famine as a result of the re- 
quisitions and depradations practiced by 
the invaders. Poland is short of all staple 
foods, the shortage reaching tremendous 
figures, as for instance: Wheat and other 
grains, deficit of 400,000 tons. Fifty per 
cent of normal sugar consumption. 


Eighty-two per cent of normal fats con- ° 


sumption. In addition, as a result of the 
occupation, Poland produces very little 
potatoes, practically no lentils, peas and 
similar staples which were formerly cul- 
tivated on a large scale. GERMAN SET- 
TLERS RECEIVE FIVE TIMES THE 
BUTTER RATION ALLOWED THE 
POLISH NATIONALS, EVEN 
THOUGH THE POLES PRODUCE 
THE BUTTER. These things are well 
known to Church of God people as a def- 
inite fulfillment of holy prophecy. 


The June issue of THE FARM JOUR- 
NAL says this: ““‘The UNION NOW is 
that each nation, voting according to 
population, would participate in a great 
FEDERAL UNION. It is not to be a 
league, but a union in which the POW- 
ERS OF EACH NATION WOULD BE 
SUBORDINATED. The United States 
would become something like a township, 
or maybe a state, only on a larger scale. 
EVEN THE STARS AND STRIPES 
WOULD BE SUBORDINATED. I have 
seen an actual flag, a corrupted modifi- 
cation of our revered emblem, which pur- 
ported to be the proposed banner of the

28:11, ‘With 
stammering lips and another tongue will 
he speak to this people.” Verse 12, “Yet 
they would not hear.” Read what Paul 
said in 1 Cor. 14:21; Joel 2:28, 29. Jesus 
said, Mark 16:17, ““They shall speak with 
new tongues.” Matt. 28:20, “Teaching 
them to observe all things.” Acts 1:4, 
“Wait for the promise of the Father.” 
Acts 1:8, “Ye shall receive power.” Acts 
2:4, tongues came with the Holy Ghost. 
Acts 2:16, 17, Peter says this is that that 
Joel prophesied about. Verses 38, 39, the 
promise of the Holy Ghost is to all. Who- 
soever will. 

The last anchor is Isa. 53:5, “With his 
stripes we are healed.” Healing in the 
atonement. Mark 16:18, “They shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they shall recov- 
er.” Who, just the apostles alone? No! 
Verse 17, ‘These signs shall follow them 
that believe.” James 5:14, 15, so we 
have the whole gospel for the whole man, 
body as well as soul. “Except these abide 
in the ship, they cannot be saved.” 
Anchor deep with the four anchors—jus- 
tification, sanctification, Holy Ghost 
baptism, and claim your healing by His 


stripes.

Why should we be ashamed of the 
GOSPEL when it’s our ONLY hope of 
DELIVERANCE, in the past, present and 
future? I am so glad that while NA-

ONE THING IS STILL UNSHAKEA- 
BLE, i. e. the GOSPEL. 

A good cause makes a stout heart and 
a strong arm. The gospel teaches a higher 
heaven, and a deeper hell than any reli- 
gion. 

Oh, I thank God for the reality of the 
gospel. It is SOUND, SOLID, and AL-

CHRIST. 

The comic philosopher says that their 
new preacher’s sermon wasn’t very big 
after he got the wrapping off of it. 

If we have the spirit of fear, we have 
let the devil give us something. God’s gift 
is power, love and a sound (sober, sane) 
mind. See 2 Tim. 1:7. 

Let the world laugh and scoff, and 
think we are a little off. There is a prov- 
erb that says it’s better to spare at the 
botgom. Yes, it’s much better to over- 
flow with salvation than to have a leak- 
ing vessel. 

Give-more EARNEST HEED, etc., 
Heb. 2:1. (The margin says,‘‘Lest they 
run out as a leaking vessel.”’) 

Some people’s minds are full of leaks. 
After a sermon is over about all they have 
is a faint recollection of a part of it. 

I read the scripture one night where it 
says, ““He that heareth these sayings of 
mine and doeth them is like a wise man 
who built his house on a rock,” etc. After 
prayer I said to my little boy, “Joe, what 
did I read tonight?” He looked at me a 
little and said, “You read something 
about building a house on Chimney 
Rock.” 

No wonder Paul could BOLDLY say, 
Iam not ASHAMED, etc. It was the gos- 
pel overflowing. If we never OVER- 
FLOW, we NEVER HELP OTHERS, 
and we will never overflow if our mind is
